At A. Mundt oame before the Council and asked that the channel of Shoal Creels from

6th Street south to Its mouth fee cleaned out in order to better take care of the flood

waters* The matter was referred to the City Manager and Engineering Department to try

and work out a plan for having the work done*

Relative to the decision of the City Council to cancel the licenses of all taxicab

owners who are delinquent In the payment of ad valorem taxes on such automobiles unless

the same are paid promptly, Horace Walker, Attorney for Llghtsey Cab Company, submitted

a counterclaim for a refund of occupation tax paid by said Company to the City of Austin

for the years 198̂  and 1925, In the amount of $200.00, which tax was subsequently declar-

ed Illegal by the Court of Civil Appeals. •

After considerable discussion, It was the sense of the Council that said claim

was a moral, If not legal, obligation of the City, and It was therefore agreed that

the City would pay the claim of said Llghtsey Cab Company, amounting to $200.00, without

Interest, and said Llghtsey Cab Company would pay all ad valorem taxes on Its automobiles

for the years 1922, 3,932, and 193̂ , without penalty and Interest, amounting to $315.Wf«

A large delegation of wholesale fruit and vegetable dealers was present to discuss

the proposed repeal of the wholesale fruit and vegetable dealers ordlno.noe. L. 0. Wells

and Harold W. Hoefgen, representing B, W, Randolph & Company and Klrby Brothers, and

others plead for the preservation of the ordinance as It now stands but for a more rigid

enforcement of same. Some of the dealers present asked that the ordinance be amended

so as to give better protection to the small dealer.

After, hearing those present, Councilman Wolf moved that the discussion be closed

and the matter be laid on the table until next Thursday. Councilman Olllls offered

as a substitute motion that the matter be postponed for tv/o weeks. The question

being put on the adoption of the substitute motion, the same carried by the following

vote: Ayes, Counollmen Alford, Bartholomew, aillla, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf, 5!

We, the undersigned, have considered the application of F. W. Sternenberg for per-
mission to construct, maintain and operate a drive-In gasoline filling station and to con-
struct curbs, ramps, sidewalks and commercial driveways In conjunction therewith upon
property owned by the said F. W. Sternenberg, which property comprises portions of
Lots 5 and 6, of Block 65, of the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and fronts
on the v/est side of Red River Street and on the south side of East ?th Street, and v/o here-
by advise that the following conditions exist:

The property upon vAiloh this filling station Is to be located Is designated as "0"
Commercial Use District as shown upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

A storm sewer exists In East 7th Street and a storm sev/er Inlet exists on the south
curb line of said East fth Street at a point approximately on the v/est line of Red River
Street. •

V/e recommend that F. V/. Sternenberg be granted permission to construct, maintain and
operate said flrlve-ln gasoline filling station and to construct curbs, ramps, sidewalks -
and commercial driveways In conjunction therewith, subject to tho following conditions:

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed Inside of the property line,
correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equipment Is Installed. Lines
and grades to be obtained from the City Engineering Department for entrances and driveways,
building lines to be approved by the City Building Inspector. That the applicant shall
confer v/lth the City Engineering Department aa to the future grades of the sidewalks and
gutters on the adjacent streets before he starts any construction relative to the filling
station.

(2) That all construction of the filling station Improvements shall be In accord with
the building ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and in accord
with the ordinance prohibiting the diaposal of commercial water or oils upon the City
Streets.

(3) That the grades of the station shall be suoh that no waste oils or v/ater or any
floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and that all of said olla and
v/ater shall be concentrated Into a combined grease and sand trap which shall be constructed
In accordance with our standard plan S-H-lW and shall be conducted by a pipe connection
from said sand trap to the nearest storm sev/er at the expense of the applicant. Before
commencement of any construction the applicant shall apply to the City Engineer for an
estimate of the cost of that portion of the storm sewer which will have to be built within
any City street or alley and shall deposit In escrow a sum equal to oald estimate with
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the City Finance Director*.

That all filling station Improvements, pumps, driveways, ramps, gutters, sldewalka
and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the expense of the applicant as sot forth
upon the plan hereto attached, which plan bears the City Engineer's file number 2-H-4ft6.

(5) Expansion Joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto attached
marked S-H-W and shall be of the pre-raoulded type,

(6) That before use of said station the owner shall apply to the Building Inspector
for final Inspection when he considers that he has compiled with all the requirements of
the City,
